Town to donate land for new school

The Town of Fort Erie is 
offering land to the District 
School Board of Niagara to 
replace west end schools. 

Council was in favour of 
donating about three acres 
of land on Rebstock Rd. 
backing onto the Crystal 
Ridge Community Centre 
for a new school which 
would consolidate Bertie, 
Crystal Beach and Ridgeway 
Public Schools into one. 

Ward 4 Coun. John Hill 
said the Accommodation 


Review Committee, tasked 
with deciding the fate the 
three schools, will hear a 
presentation to learn more 
about building a new school 
during an ARC meeting set 
for Feb. 27 at Bertie Public 
School at 6 p.m. 

Ward 3 Coun. Bob 
Steckley wanted to know 
the value of the land that 
the town could donate to 
the school board and 
whether or not other munic¬ 
ipalities have donated land 
to the school board in the 

Rich Brady, Director of 


community and develop¬ 
ment services, said the goal 
of offering the land is to 
encourage the DSBN to 
build a new school. 

He said an appraisal on 
the land hadn't been done 
but he estimated it to be 
worth $35,000 to $40,000 an 

He said other municipali¬ 
ties such as St. Catharines 
have donated land to the 
school board to build new 
schools. 

If the DSBN is in favour of 
accepting the Town's offer, 
Brady said the school board 


would also "be looking to 
acquire" an additional three 
acres of a parcel of land 
between a nearby housing 
development and a park. 

"The details need to be 
worked out. But half of that 
additional land would be 
given back to the town to 
increase the size of the 
park," Brady said. 

After purchasing the addi¬ 
tional land, the DSBN would 
have "roughly 4.5 acres" for 
a new school, he added. 

"We're trying to convince 
the DSBN to build and new 
school." 


New agreement made for Point Abino Lighthouse Association

The Town of Fort Erie has 
issued a new agreement 
with the private homeown¬ 
ers association for access to 
the Point Abino Lighthouse 
which will take affect in 
April. 


Council approved the 
new agreement, allowing 
the town to enter into a new 
licence agreement with the 
Point Abino Association 
which would last a year. 

The Town of Fort Erie 
and the Point Abino 
Association have held sev¬ 
eral contracts since the 
town acquired the light¬ 


house and keeper’s dwell¬ 
ing in 2003. 

The newest agreement 
allows the contract to auto¬ 
matically renew itself 
unless the town otherwise 
terminates it. 

The Town of Fort Erie has 
paid the same access fee 
each year for the past 11 


The new agreement also 
calls for an annual 1% li¬ 
cence fee beginning in the 
second year of the new 
agreement. 

Other changes to the 
agreement include increas¬ 
ing the number of pedestri¬ 
ans allowed at one time, 
increasing minibus capaci¬ 
ty and mini bus parking. 
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Ice caves destroyed

Anyone hoping to get a 
look at the Crystal Beach ice 
caves before they are knocked 
down is out of luck. 

“We had a meeting about 
11 a.m. (last Wednesday) 
morning and we decided to 
knock them down,” Fort Erie 
Fire Chief Larry Coplen said. 

"We hadn’t decided when 
it was going to happen (until 
last Wednesday). It had a lot 
to do with the weather, the 
availability of a contractor 
and we had to make sure we 
had approval with the 
Ministry of Natural Resources 
because the land fell under 
its jurisdiction,” he added. 

It took about an hour and 
one piece of equipment to 
knock down three ice caves 
near the public boat dock at 
Crystal Beach. Coplen said a 
small crew began knocking 
the caves down at 1:30 p.m., 
last Wednesday. 

The largest ice cave was 
about 30 feet deep and about 
15 feet wide with a head 
space of about six feet high. 


The phenomenon that cre¬ 
ated the ice caves is called ice 
shove, which is the formation 
of ice that freezes on top of 
water. As high winds come 
in, the ice is broken up and 
the waves pound the ice into 
shore, pushing it up on top of 
itself. 

Coplen estimated that 
about 50,000 people flocked 
to Crystal Beach to view the 
ice caves over the course of 
the Family Day weekend. 
Several people were also 
injured when they tried to 
scale the icy summits. 

"I think the estimate of the 
amount of people that visited 
Crystal Beach was low. The 
traffic was almost backed up 
to the QEW,” Coplen said. 

Coplen said fire crews and 
the police ordered the evacu¬ 
ation of the ice caves Monday 
afternoon after cracks began 
forming in the ice. 

“We were concerned about 
the dangerous over hanging 
areas and we needed to 
knock them down,” Coplen 

“There was a short win¬ 
dow, because if we left it for 
the weekend, we’d have a lot 


of people. We want people to 
get the message that it’s 
knocked down and hopefully 
people will stay away." 

What are left of the ice 
caves are giant mounds of 
snow near die boat launch. 

"We're not concerned 
about the piles of snow left 
behind because there is no 
danger of them collapsing on 
someone but we still encour¬ 
age people to stay away from 
the area,’’ Coplen said. 

"Even as we were knocking 
them down, we had to push 
people away as they were try¬ 
ing to get one last look before 
they were destroyed,” he 
added. 

Coplen said he wanted to 
thank Fort Erie's volunteer 
firefighters, along with town 
staff, who gave up their 
Family Day weekend to mon¬ 
itor die activity at Crystal 
Beach. 

"I’ve heard from people 
that they haven’t seen any¬ 
thing like the ice caves for 20 
years," Coplen said. 

"If anyone wants to see the 
caves, there are lots of good 
pictures online,” he added.

What do you know about the ice caves on Lake Erie?

Here in 2014 what do you 
know about ice caves that 
were on Lake Erie and the 
mouth of the Niagara 
River? 

I know a little and share 
these three happenings 
with you. 

My high school friend, 
Ken Krebs, and I climbed 
on the ice caves that had 
built up on the south side 
of the Peace Bridge. The 
piled up ice floes had cre¬ 
ated a neat scenario of ice 
caves. Some of them 
reflected a bluish light. 

Ken and I knew the entire 
ice creation there was on a 
shallow rocky shelf. We 
swam here in the summer. 
No fear for these 14-year- 


Across the way on the 
American side, a Coast 
Guard official trained his 
binoculars on two kids 
climbing on these caves of 

"Are they crazy!” might 
have been the epithet. A 
call was made to our side, 
Two uniformed men 
appeared (I believe back 
then Mounties). Using a 
mega horn one called out. 
" You kids get off there right 
now!” We did. A reprimand 
and that was that. 

Stay off exploring ice 


We lived in the Bay Beach 
area for over 16 years. We 
saw winter in its many 

One winter, there was an 
abundance of ice piled up 
into cave-like structures. 

Appealing to young boys? 
Yes. 

Son, Paul, and his friend 
Billy Mills went to explore 
the many ice structures at 
Bay Beach on a Saturday 
morning. 

Noon came and no boys. 
Wife, Elaine, and I drove to 
the Charles Bassett prop- 


A long wooden fence had 
been erected to prevent 
sand and ice being thrown 
up on the extensive beach 
front property. Shock! We 
had never seen pounding 
wave surges coming up 
with force between the ice 
and the fence. 

Scary? Yes! One slip and 
you could be trapped 
between the ice and fence 

No boys in sight! 

We drove hurriedly to the 
Bay Beach entrance. There 
we found Paul emerging 
safely from an ice crevice. 
Time had passed swifdy for 
the boys. 

Billy had gone further 
toward the old pier. 

Both boys had survived 
their ice caves experience. 

Here in 2014 Rick Doan 
experiences the wonder of 
Bay Beach Ice Caves. 

Here is a portion of Rick 
Doan’s ice cave adventure 
recently. 

“ I took a Timmy’s to 
Waterfront Park and 
noticed many people down 
at the ice caves. Since I had 


my camera I decided to 
just go down a little to 
them. When I was a teen¬ 
ager a friend and I were on 
the ice and he fell through. 
So I am very timid about 
going on the ice. I got some 
courage up and walked all 
the way to the east and 


explored there. Once in a 
lifetime gifts from Mother 
Nature! All made of shelf 
ice 

and most incredible! 
While down in the caves I 
could hear the “sonic” 
boom of the ice cracking 
farther out but it was safe 


close to shore where I 

Rick took some 250 shots 
of the ice caves. Many were 
remarkable.

Chilvers visited Fort Erie 
Secondary School on Friday 
to share his knowledge of the 
film industry with a group of 
more than 25 media stu¬ 
dents. He also plans to pro¬ 
duce a short promotional 
video with the students. 

“There’s no reason why we 
couldn’t work together,” 
Chilvers said. 

Chilvers is a member of 
the Niagara Woodcarvers 
Association and plans to 
work with FESS students to 
produce a promotional video 
for the association's upcom¬ 
ing show in March. 

Chilvers said the Niagara 
Woodcarvers 35th Annual 
Show and Competition will 


be held on March 29 and 30 
at Heartland Forest, at 8215 
Kalar Rd., in Niagara Falls. 

Chilvers plans to meet the 
students over the course of 
the next few weeks to plan 
the short video. 

“I have the equipment and 
you guys have some equip¬ 
ment.
